Nathaniel Greene, Major Gence- 
ral of the forces of the United 
States, was born in the town o: 
Warwick, in Kent Oy Rhode

cerned in some very lucrative iron 
works, and also m shipping. His 
son Nathaniel, the subject of this 
memoir, being prompted by a lau- 
dable ambition for knowledge, 
learned the Latin lanouage, when 
aboy, chiefly by his own industry.

He has plundered our seas, ra- 
vaged our coasts, burnt our towns, 
and destroyed the lives of our peo- 
ple. 

He is at this time transporting 
large armies of foreign mercenarics 
to complete the works of death, 
desolation and tyranny, already be- 
gun, with circumstances of cruelty 


and perfidy, scarcely paraliclled in | 


the most barbarous ages, and total- 
Jy unworthy the head of a civili- 


zed nation. 

He has constramed our icllow 
faite ag >.
